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REMARKS 

Claim Rejections 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112. second paragraph. Claims 
1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Hu (U.S. 
6,309,191). 

Drawings 

Applicant proposes to amended Figure 3, as illustrated in red on the attached 
photocopy. In Figure 3, it is proposed to remove the label "PRIOR ART". No "new 
matter" has been added to the original disclosure by the proposed amendment to 
this figure. Approval of the proposed drawing change is respectfully requested. 

Amendments to Specification 

Applicant has amended the specification as noted above to cure obvious 
grammatical and idiomatic inaccuracies. It is believed that the forgoing 
amendments to the specification overcome the outstanding rejections thereto. No 
"new matter" has been added to the original disclosure by the foregoing 
amendments to the specification. 

New Claims 

By this Amendment, Applicant has canceled claims 1-5 and has added new 
claims 6-1 1 to this application to this application. It is believed that the new claims 
specifically set forth each element of Applicant's invention in full compliance with 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, and define subject matter that is patentably distinguishable over the 
cited prior art. 

The new claims are directed toward a metal bushing motor for a fan 
comprising: a frame body (1) having: a base (1 1 ) located In a center of the frame 
body; and a bearing (12) located on the base and having at least one joint part (1 23) 
and a protruding portion (124) located on an exterior thereof; a circuit board (2) 
located on the base; a stator assembly (3) located on the bearing and having: a 
silicon steel assembly (32); an upper bobbin (31) located on a first surface of the 
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silicon steel assembly; and a lower bobbin (33) located on a second surface of the 
silicon steel assembly and having a hole and at least one obstructor located on a 
periphery of the hole and inserted into the at least one joint part of the bearing, one 
of the at least one obstructor engaging the protruding portion of the bearing and 
connecting the stator assembly to the bearing; and a rotor assembly (4) connected 
to the bearing and having: a blade (41 ); a magnetic lasso (42) located on an interior 
of the blade and corresponding with an outer periphery of the silicon steel assembly; 
and an axile (43) protruding from a center of the blade. 

Other embodiments of the present Invention include: a connection part (121) 
and a hollow tube (122) connected to the connection part, the at least one joint part 
and a protruding portion are located on the connection part; the connection part and 
the hollow tube are integrally made; the axile of the rotor assembly is inserted into 
a hollow tube of the bearing; each of the at least one joint part is a recess; and each 
of the at least one obstructor is a hook. 

The cited reference to IHu discloses a brushless fan including a frame (30), 
a bearing (34), a stator assembly (20), and a rotor assembly (10). A circuit board 
(22) is formed as an annular flange on a bottom of the stator assembly (20). The 
rotor assembly is connected to the frame by a retaining ring (40). 

Hu does not teach a bearing having at least one joint part and a protruding 
portion located on an exterior thereof; a circuit board located on the base; a lower 
bobbin having a hole and at least one obstructor located on a periphery of the hole 
and inserted into the at least one joint part of the bearing; one of the at least one 
obstructor engaging the protruding portion of the bearing and connecting the stator 
assembly to the bearing; the bearing includes a connection part and a hollow tube 
connected to the connection part; the at least one joint part and a protruding portion 
are located on the connection part; each of the at least one joint part is a recess; nor 
does Hu teach each of the at least one obstructor is a hook. 

It is axiomatic in U.S. patent law that, in order for a reference to anticipate a 
claimed structure, it must clearly disclose each and every feature of the claimed 
structure. Applicant submits that it is abundantly clear, as discussed above, that Hu 
does not disclose each and every feature of Applicant's new claims and, therefore, 
could not possibly anticipate these claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102. Absent a specific 
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showing of these features, Hu cannot be said to anticipate any of Applicant's new 
claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102, 

It is further submitted that Hu does not disclose, or suggest any modification 
of the specifically disclosed structures that would lead one having ordinary skill in the 
art to arrive at Applicant's claimed structure. Thus, it is not believed that Hu renders 
obvious any of Applicant's new claims under 35 U.S.C. § 103. 

Summary 

In view ofthe foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicant submits that this 
application is now in condition for allowance and such action is respectfully 
requested.
